Graceful Letter from the Secretary to tho
Retiring Admiral.

Secretary Herbert sent the following letter
to Admiral Gherardi on Saturday:
"Navt Department, Washington, D. C,

"November 10. 189L
"Sin: It is with regret thnt the department

issued tho order, mado necessary under tho
law, retiring you from active service in tho
Navy.

"Your gallant services when in command
of tho Port Boyal at Mobile attrueted tho
commendation of 3our superiors and the ad-
miration of tho whole country; aud in peace
you have performed whatever duties wero
imposed upop you with fidelity and ability.
Your twenty-fiv- e years of service at sea havo
caused you to ba known as a g'

sailor, and your four years and moro as an
admiral in command of a squadron is with-
out precedent in the Navy.

"In command of tho international naval re-
view fleet you hud under yuur command
ships representing more nations than wero
ever actually commanded by any ndmiral in
tho world, and the manner in wliich you dis-
charged the duties devolving upon you called
forth the praises of the commanding officers
of every vessel in the fleet. Tho 'loving
cup' presented by them all as a joint testimo-
nial of their esteem was a tribute tho value of
which cannot be overestimated.

"During tho lonjj acquaintance with you,
covering a period of years, our intercourse
has been pleasant and agreeable and now. as
our business relations aro about to bo severed
by your retirement, I beg to express my ap-
preciation of your valuable services, which
havo deserved the gratitude of your country,
nnd to add thereto an expression of my high
personal regard.

FOREIGN VIEYJ OF FINANCE.

London Times Takes a Pessimistic View
of the Situation Here.

Londox, Nov. 22. Tho Times, in its finan-
cial article this morning, says:

Tho Stock Exchange view, that the Bepub-lica- n

victory in the United States will in-

sure stability in American finances, is in-

telligible and 60und, but it would be danger-
ous to prophecy on such n subject. No doubt
President Cleveland would veto any mis-

chievous Republican measures, but Congress
could injure trade by the mero discussion of
contentious bills.

"It cannot bo insured that no nttempt will
be made to reform tho tariff. It is by no
means impossible thnt a coalition of a section
of each of the great parties may not intro-
duce a free coinage or silver bill which would
obtain a majority in both Houses. It would
not become a law during Mr. Cleveland's
term of office, hut its discussion would delay
the revival of European confidence in Amer-
ican securities.

"Even if Congress refused to issue a 3 per
cent, loan, the President can issue a 5
per cent, loan, but no loan will really help
the Treasury whilo tho currency system re-
mains what it is now."

WINTER WINDOW DRAPERIES

How to Select EfFective Hangings for
Sash and Drape Curtains.

AND ON WALLS AND DOORWAYS

Gold Embroideries Will Be a Kotaolo Fea-

ture of tho "Winter Famishing and Ori-

ental Effcct3 "Will Bo Seen Mere Than.
Ever Art "Woven Tapestrie3 in Favor.

A transformation Is going on In every
household. Tho airy, gossamer draperies
that havo floated In the summor breezes, are
being displaced by heavier fabrics of warmth
and color. Tho womnn who takes special
prido in selecting and superintending hor
home furnishings is at present deeply en-

grossed in the subject.
First and foremost, sho takes her woodwork

into consideration. Whero it is in any of the
dark, natural tints, delieato colorings may bo
employed, particularly tho clear greens and
quiet blues. But it tho woodwork be light,
far better effects are produced by warmer
rose and yellow tints, with the shades deepen-

ing in the heavy hangings. Select all of your
colors with a view to tho sunlight. Unless
you are furnishing a room that will bo used
only occasionally, have an effect that will ad-

mit of the bright afternoon glow.
POPULAK MATEBIALS.

You will have but little difficulty in deciding
upon the material. There are any number of
beautiful fabrics ut reasonable prices, the
most popular being those which suggest
Turkish or Oriental effects. The French silks
aro woven in to similate them, and others
show the line tapestry weaves that are al-
ways so handsome.

Hkin silk, a reversiblo material, Is very rea-
sonable, and can ro drapod with excellent
effect, since both sides can be utilized. Theso
have largo, splendid armorial and heraldic
designs.

The velours are better adapted to warmth
and weight where little draping and striking
results are sought for. They may be light-
ened by bands of gold embroidery. Kicher
materials are tho heavy Spanish satins, tbo
damask brocades in largo flower effects, and
tho material known as Bolton. Derby satin,
a combination of silk and linen, mases ex-
quisite panel hangings. But the economical
and tasteful home decorator will get wonder-
ful results from ordinary juto and tapestry
cloths, thnt cost less than a dollar a yard

There are just as many varieties in the
lighter fabrics. Chameleon silk, with shot
and irridoscent impression, drapes beauti-
fully and can be made to subdue and har-
monize conflicting tints. Tnere are also tho
light Japanese cloths crepe and sbiffn
Japan and India silks, tho new Merris
cretonnes, and, if all else fails, the accommo-
dating and softly falling Madras. The Japan-
ese materials are especially good, fy they aro
woven in beautiful Oriental designs in

tints, and give tho slight barbaric
touch which our modern civilization seems to
yearn for.

Gold embroideries promise to become a
great feature in winter furnishings. And this
is not to ie wondered at for thoy suggest
sunlight and brightness when combined

with tho dull tints of velours and jute. They
are done in fine threads of gold, in heavier
bullions, or in combinations of yellow silk
ami gold threads.

All drapery must be judicions. Do not
overstock your room. Do not fill it with
Ilimsy scarfs that are absolutely uncalled for.
Do not drape a picture or an easel. If you
do your room will never be restful Havo
all the hangings giving simple and rich en-

semble.
